MARINE RATES LOWER. 


The continued absence of advices 
indicating additional submarine ac- 
tivities along the Atlantic lanes re- 
sulted in a reduction today in ma- 
rine insurance rates from the high 
mark struck Monday. Rates were 
quoted at 2% per cent., a drop of 
50 per cent. from the general quo- 
tations earlier in the week. 

There was a strong tendency in 
naval circles today to believe that 
the U-53 is headed for her base 
at Helgoland.

INVASION OF RUMANIA _ 


ONDON, Oct. 11.—Falkenhayn 

has begun the invasion of Ru- 

mania, according to an Over- 
seas News Agency dispatch received 
here tonight. The Bavarian troops 
which seized Red Tower Pass fol- 
lowing the battle of Hermannstadt, 
have swept forward to the south 
and have crossed the Rumanian 
border, the report says. 

Color is given to this semiofficial 
announcement by the official state- 
ments from Berlin, Vienna and 
Sofia, which report the advance of 
Falkenhayn's troops at nearly every 
point on the Transylvanian front. 
The defeated second Rumanian 
army is declared to be in full flight 
in the mountajn region of South- 
eastern Transylvania. In the Geor- 
geny, Alt, Mares and Buxsu River 
valleys the German and Austrian 
troops are continuing their forward 
sweep. Bucharest admits the retire- 
ment of Rumanian forces in three 
of these districts, claiming progress 
only in the Jiul Valley.

Unless some break in the strike is 
made before tomorrow, the engineer 
and topmen will be called out of all 
the mines on the Mother Lode, ex- 
cept the original Amador, the Old 
Eureka and the Keystone, which 
have beén paying for some months 
wages which the union demands of 


the other properties. This will mean 
that practically all the mines in the 
Mother Lode will fill gradually with 
water. 

The Sheriff is in favor of calling 
out the militia. 

“I have attempted,” said Sheriff 
Lucot, “to deputize additional citi- 
zens, so that we can at least prevent 
the ruin by water of the South Eu- 
reka mine at Sutter Creek because of 
the lack of pumpmen. But the citi- 
zens have no liking for the job. 
— who were deputized got cold 
eet. 

“If we deputize extra men in an 
attempt to protect the South Eureka 
mine it means a gun fight. The citi- 
zens know that and that 4s why I 
cannot get the aid I ask.“ 

BATTLE AT CALGARY.

AMERICAN NAVY HUNTS. | 
GERMAN U-BOAT BASE. 


Destroyer Flotilla Leaves Newport on Mysterious Mis- 
sion, While Shore Leave Among Men of Fleet is 
Greatly Curtailed—Radio Message Indicates Reported 
Loss of the Kingstonian wa s an Error. 


EWPORT (R. I.) Oct. 11.—The 
American Navy is taking every 
Precaution against the use of 

the American coast as a base of 
supplies for foreign submarines. ‘All 
day today there was great activity 
among the destroyer flotilla at the 
naval base here, and when the de- 
stroyers McCall, Porter and Cum- 
mings. went out on a mysterious 
mission this afternoon Rear-Admiral 
Knight, in command of this district, 
was asked if the boats were search- 
ing for a submarine base or look- 
ing up some foreign submarine ten- 

“I cannot answer that,” the ad- 
miral stated, “but we are letting no 
report of submarine bases or ten- 


ders pass by without investigation.” 

Shore leave among the men of the 
fleet has been greatly curtailed and 
each ship in active command has 
virtually a full complement always 
on hand. 

In an effort to clear up the mys- 
tery concerning the British steamer 
Kingstonian, which was reported 
both by the Nantucket Shoals light- 
ship and the

steamer Strathdene as having been 
destroyed Sunday, Capt. David P. 
Studley of the lightship was asked 
to forward what information he had 
in the matter. A radio message 
from him tonight said: 

“Report of sinking was received 
from Capt. Wilson and crew of the 
Strathdene when they boarded this 
vessel. Claimed they saw Ki n- 
lan attacked and crew taking to 
boats. Crew of Christian Knudsen 
boarded lightship after pulli for 
hours, after having been sunk thirty 
miles south of the lightship.” 

Naval men here inclined to think 
this indicated that the reported loss 
of the Kingstonian was an error.

“Besides numerous surveillances, 
reconnoissances and range-regulat- 
ing flights yesterday our aeroplanes 
fought fifteen engagements in the 
Verdun region. Four enemy ma- 
chines were brought down, one by 
Adjt.

WILSON’'S STATEMENT. 

The President's statement follows: 

The Council of National Defense 
has been created because the Con- 
Gress has realized that the country 
is best prepared for war when thor- 
oughly prepared for peace. From an 
economic point of view there is now 
very little difference between the 
machinery required for commercial 
efficiency and that required for mili- 
tary purposes. In both cases the 
whole industrial mechanism must be 
organized in the most effective way. 
Upon this conception of the national 
welfare, the Council is organized in 
the words of the act for “the crea- 
tion of relations which will render 
possible in time of need the imme- 
diate concentration and utilization 
of the resources of the nation.“ The 
organization of the council likewise 
opens up a new and direct channel 
of communication and co-operation 
between business and scientific men 
and all departments of the govern- 
ment, and it is hoped that it will, in 
addition, become a rallying point 
for civic bodies working for the na- 
tional defense. !

LETTERS FROM MEXICO. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 9.—When the 
motor boat Vaquero, owned by the 
Vail Company of California and Ari- 
zona, sailed yesterday on her trip 
to Magdalena Bay she carried as 
passengers a number of Homer pig- 
eons, which are to be used as a sort 
of wireless system by the boat. 

C. P. Visal of Los Angeles, traffic 
manager for the Vail company, is 
making the experiment and hopes to 
train the birds for communication 
between Magdalena and ports in this 
country. K. 

His plan is to release one of the 
pigeons every twenty-five miles as 
they proceed down the cdast to Mag- 
dalena. Those pigeons that return 
to their home roost at Encinitas will 
be Sent on lönger journeys on the 
next trip.of the Vaquero. The next 
trip releases will be made at a dis- 
tance of fifty miles and at a great- 
er distance on each succeeding trip 
until trained. 

The Vaquero transports cattle for 
the Vail company and also other 
cargo from Magdalena and Lower 
California ports. If the plan

GHOST OF DEAD 
PAST'S RAISED. 


Suicide of Noted Artist to be 
Used Against Son. 


Bitter Fight on Payment of 
Insurance Policies. 


Company Alleges Falsities in 


Cosgrove Papers. 


The ghost of Michael Cosgrove,

Municipal Steamship Line is 


Near, Says Matson. 


Shippers Demanding Better 


Freight Facilities. 


Project Interests Boosters for 


Foreign Trade. 


That the city of Los Angeles may 
operate a line of steamers of its own 
to meet the growing demands of 
local shippers who wish to make use 
of Los Angeles Harbor was the state- 
ment made by Clarence Matson, sec- 
retary of the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners, at a banquet of the local 
division of the International’ Sales 
Managers’ Association at the Alexan- 
dria last night. ; 


“We haven't moved a ton of 
freight on a Los Angeles bottom 
from, San Pedro since last April,” 
said Mr. Matson, and it is high time 
that something be done. If we could 
get a steamship line to make Los 
Angeles a regular port of call we 
could give it all the freight it could 


carry. 

“It's up to Los Angeles to get into 
the shipping game. We need Los 
Angeles ships to carry Los Angeles 
businegs, just as Seattle ships carry 
Seattle business. As it is we have to 
depend on San Francisco to do our 
carrying for us. This condition has 
existed until it is a menace. If we 
can get the ships the railroads will 
give ug rates on foreign-going freight 
as an added incentive to shippers 
elsewhere to bill their freight 
through Los Angeles Harbor. 

“There is a clause in the city 
charter which gives the city the 
power to operate a line of steam- 
Ships of its own. That clause has 
always been there and of late there 
has been agitation to make use of 
it. We need ships and if we can’t 
get them any other way Los Angeles 
will operate a line of municipally- 
owned vessels.” 

That the steam freighter Alva- 
rado will put in at San Pedro the 
last week of November or the first 
week of December was anounced by 
S. L. Kreider, general transportation 
agent, following his talk on “Steam- 
ship Service.“ e Alvarado will

Nomiinations.. for office. made by party 
caucus and convention are likened to the 
customary, mode of enactment of laws by 


| Legisiatures—which is at least a represent- 


ative one. The law proposed is introduced 
in one of the legislative chambers, where it 
is referred to its proper committee—a small- 
er body presumed to be especially informed 
or interested in the subject. There the bill 
is subject to discussion, approbation, ob- 


jection or amendment. If there be merit 


in the measure the bill will be reported to 
the legislative body with the verdict of the 
committee mereon. There it is subject to 
public debate, and may be finally adopted, 
rejected or passed with amendments. The 
measure will then go to the other delibera- 
tive body, where these processes of refer- 
ence, discussion and action are repeated. If 
nally passed it goes to the Governor, who 
in his turn may approve or veto the Dill. 

Although we frequently obtain a very 
poor quality of legislators, they are never- 
theless elected as representatives’ by the 
people themselves and are better informed 
and better fitted to pass on laws than the 
uninstructed mass of voters. Even if they 
are iow grade solons, this submission of the 
measure ih committee to attack and support 
from every direction will bring an under- 
standing of the merits or defects of most 
proposed legislation. There is at least a 
Chance for intelligent action, for full delib- 
eration, and a.definitely located personal 
responsibility—which is of fully equal im- 
portance. 


The nomination’ of cangidates by party 
convention is practically the same. It is the 


‘action of people through their selected rep- 


resentatives, with freedom for discussion, 
deliberation and counsel. There is the ele 
ment of definitely located personal responsi- 
bility, and, best of all, the nominations are 
not confined to the men who formally offer 
themselves as candidates, but may be 


his address to the Texas bar Judge Wil- 
said: “In the primary election system 
de no very intelligent or well-in- 
action. The elements of discussion 
and deliberation are entirely absent and 
there ts no definitely located responsibility. 
This system, pretended to be enacted to ex- 
tend the power of the people, actually limits 
that power, since they can nominate only 
the persons who push themselves forward 
as eandidates, though none may possess fit- 
ness in the slightest degree. The people 
have no power to amend the nominations, 
just as they have no power to amend a law 
submitted for their direct vote.” 
The system prevents the people from se- 


lecting the ablest men and the men of high - 
est character, and restricts the choice to 


those who rush forward and inject them- 
selves into what is frequently a vicious elec- 
tion. There is no déliberation or weighing 
of the merits of the candidates combined 
with discussion on the part of those posses- 
sing first-hand information concerning them. 
There is no referring of the candidate, of 
the candidate's history and political beliefs 
and opinions to the fixed standards and 
principles of the political party in which he 
offers himself as a candidate. 
Where the population is large or the ter- 
ritory wide the voters in the primary may 
not know the candidates or their qualifica- 
tions, nor bave they any convenient means 
of discovery. Another defect is the tre 
meéndous expense of the thing. In a State 
wide campaign the double canvass for nom- 
ination and election must of necessity be 


a terrible financial burden to any candidate. 


The primary destroys party organization 
and party principles, owing to the fact that 
men of opposite political opinions may run 
for officé in them and be nominated. | 
In Summarizing the defects of the system 
Judge Wilson says: “It dethrones the 
natural leadership of men, which always 
asserts itself unless interfered with by ar- 
bitrary regulations, and substitutes for it 
the hasty, careless and uninformed action of 
the untrained masses. It is utterly in con- 
tradiction to the American principle of 1ep- 
resentative republican government. Most 
people will admit that the mass of people 
know very little of goyernmental affairs, es 
pecially “of the somewhat complex system 
of national and State governments, and 
the proper limits in principle and practice 
of each. What most people do not know. 
and what no politician will admit, is ‘that 
@ very large percentage of the voters not 
only do not know, but do not care. The con- 
vention system is a system by which the 
final political power is located in that num- 
ber of the voters who care enough about 
public affigirs to be to some extent informed 
on the subject. The convention system, 
therefore, as opposed to the primary election 
system, has the advantage that the action 
taken is more intelligent and in the true

States, Brasil, Chile, Argentina and Cuba, 
accepted the government of Huerta as the 
legitimate government of Mexico, These 
four nations refused such recognition be- 
cause of the direct request of President 
Wilson.

sorted to assassinations as a means to 
maintain peace and conserve their power. 
Carranza, the pet and protege of President 
Wilson, has employed this means with fre- 
quency ‘in the guise of punishment for al- 
leged treason or of military necessity. 

The non-recognition of Huerta by Presi- 
dent Wilson has been the source of all our 
subsequent troubles with Mexico. It is an 
slementary principle of international law 
which requires the recognition of de facto 
governments, even those born of military 
insurrection, such as the present govern- 
ment of Peru, which was recognized by Mr. 
Wilson. 


The non-recognition of Huerta, which Mr. 


Wilson vaunted as having been made on 


moral grounds, was a muddled mess. Pres- 
ident Wilson maintained for five months 
after such “non-recognition” our Ambassa- 
dor, who had officially congratulated Huerta 
upon his elevation to power, and for more 
than a year Huerta's Charge d' Affaires in 
Washington was received as the “repre 
sentative of Mexico.” 

Huerta during his occupancy of the Pres- 
dency protected the persons and interests 
of Americans in Mexico and until the vio- 
lent occupation of Vera Cruz by the forces 


of the United States Americans suffered in 


their persons and property only in those 
regions occupied by the enemies of the gov- 
ernment of Huerta. 

After Huerta had been forced out of of- 
fice and out of the country so that he could 
not be a candidate for President, President 
Wilson violated all his theories and alleged 
principles in recognizing Then 


g Carranza. 
he made a pet and favorite of the bandit 


Pancho Villa. Then he transferred his af- 
fection again to Carranza. The cruel side 
of Wilson's “watchful-waiting” policy is the 
indifference with which he has seen the 
ruin of Mexico and of the Mexicans accom- 
plished with arms and ammunition procured 
in the United States and which might have 
been prevented by the simple declaration 
of an embargo by the President, which he 
was authorized by law to do. 

Whether this country has not incurred 
large pecuniary responsibilities in conse- 
quence of Mr. Wils Mexican policy is 
a question which in the future may vex us. 

Mr. Wilson's favorite postulate in connec- 
tion with Mexico is that the revolution there 
has been “a struggle for liberty and for 
the land.” This statement is what our 
trans-Atlantic cousins would call “beastly 
rot.” It has been a struggle of bandits for 
power and plunder. 


Mr. Wilson obeys Carranza with respect 
to his Mexican policy as implicitly as he 
obeys Sam Gompers with respect to his 
domestic policy. When Carranza prohibited 
the American forces from using the Mexican 
ratiroads and from entering the towns and 
villages Mr. Wilson acceded with meekness; 


when Carranza forbade the column of Gen. 


Pershing from advancing further south Mr. 
Wilson immediately obeyed; and in spite 
of the fact that Mr. Wilson had menaced 
with “the gravest consequences” any act 
of violence against the forces of the puni- 
tive expedition, Carranza destroyed an Amer- 
lean column at Carrizal, and the “gravest 
consequence” of this act was the invita- 
tion to the conferences of New London, with 
excursions on the Presidential yacht May- 
flower, where terrapin and champagne were 
served to the representatives of Carranza.

We shall sall to 
Europe after the war in luxurious 
floating hotels and shall view the 
scenes of mighty conflicts with 
dainty little shudders and thank 
God we are not as these. A fool- 
ish, wicked war in which these 
mad, bad nations put their ideals be- 
fore their comfort, the fools! We 
should shudder to be gulity of such 
idiocy. We, the sublime pinnacle of 
the civilized take-iteasys. We, the 
great nation of reducers! We, who 
regard silk stockings as a necessity, 
who sigh prettily but designedly as 
we murmur that shoes have gone up 
to $12.

neutrality entails make this position 
a difficult one. If any imagined that 
neutrality was a tive state im- 
plying simply “stille setzen,” they 
were speedily disillusioned. Each of 
the surrounding peoples expected 
some peculiar, benevolent neutrality. 
As soon as the Swiss in public of- 
fice opened his mouth someone 
found him unneutral toward some- 
body. “Should neutrals chloroform 
themselves until the end of the 
war?” asked Lombard. 


Beonomic pressure from all sides 


makes neutrality in Switzerland 
even less attractive than elsewhere. 
Germany controls the Swiss coal 
supply now that English coal 
th France is no longer avail- 


able. Lines of coal cars marked 


Westphalien-Essen stretch from one | 


end of Switzerland to the other. 
Any hindrance in the supply would 
immediately paralyze the intense in- 
dustrial activity of the country. 
France, on the other hand, offers 
port facilities, through Cette, upon 
which Swiss are largely dependent 
for their grain supply. This moun- 
tainous little country produces only 
sufficient wheat to feed her people 
seventy days. Coal entered Switz- 
erland for a long time unrestrained 
in supply, but last June Germany 
demanded special compensations, 
and threatened to stop the supply. 
These compensations, ever, 
were for articles on which the allies 
had insisted that Switzerland put 
an embargo before they permitted 
her to secure her daily bread. This 
then the impasse—Germany de- 
mands of Switzerland what the al- 


lies forbid; Switzerland must either 


krete or starve. Happily, modifi- 
cations in the German demands post- 
poned such a danger. 

The preoccupation of governments 
on all sides that their goods shall 
not reach the enemy makes the con- 
trol they exercise over Swiss trade 
particularly onerous. Blacklisting by 
both French and German firms has 
been functioning long before we 
heard of. that new international 
courtesy over here. Control by the 
allies is operated through the Swiss. 
Society of Surveillance, the. famous 
S. S. S. modeled after the Nether- 


lands Overseas Trust. In addition: 


to the prohibitive embargoes which 
the Swiss found themselves obliged 
to raise against exports to Germany 
of certain commodities, dealers ex- 
porting in both countries are obliged 
to deposit the value of their goods 
as a guarantee against their reach- 
ing the enemy. Even the smallest 
order involyes the filing of endless 
forms, and sometimes prohibitive de- 
lay. A French-Swiss acquaintance 
shipped snails from his farm to 
France. It was suspected that they 
spoke German and the consignment 
was held up at the frontier until 
an expert on snails from “Paris gave 
his opinion. When at length this 
artived, the snails had long since 
been buried—for sanitary reasons. 
Another amusing incident which has 
come to my attention was that of a 
Swiss pianist who wrote to the 
French publisher for a piece of mu- 
sic caljed the Cathedral—an arraign- 
ment of the Germans for the bom- 
bardment of Rheims. The publisher 
replied that it would take at Jeast 
amonth to send it through the 
8.8.8. In despair the musician then 
wrote to a large Berlin music house 
and received the music demanded 


by return mail. 


Germany has employed this hin- 
drance to Franco-Swiss trade to fur- 
ther consolidation of her economic 
hegemony over surrounding neutral 
countries.

VAN NUYS, Oct. 11.—WNo, it 
isn’t an ulcerated tooth, but a 
triplet sugar beet that surpasses 
even the Siamese twins. 

This monster beet was 
grown by G. W. Williamson 
just west of Van Nuys. Its 
sugar contents will run nearly : 
26 per cent. and it weighs 
thirty-five pounds. At the 
present prices of sugar this 
beet ig worth a small fortune 
in itself to the housewife. It 
measures fifty-four and one- 
half inches in circumference, 
stands eighteen inches tall aft- 
er trimming and is sixteen and 
three-quarters inches thick. T 

It was caused by the growth. 
of three perfect beets that de- 
cided to combine forces due 
to lack of space and from a 

ten inches below the top 
each of the three roots is per- 

' fect in every respect. Mr. 
Williamson would like to ob- 
tain some more of the seed 
that will produce such «6 
growth as there would be no 
limit to the tonnage per acre. 

The officials of the Ameri- 
can Beet Sugar Company here 
state that the $1,750,000 crop 
here is nearly harvested and 
that the loss from the recent 
rain is so slight as to be im- 
perceptible, as the ranchers 
are ploughing out the beets to 
prevent second growth.
